Herein referred to as “the chapter” 


This charter is an agreement between DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA and its members where 
members have affiliated locally as a geographically defined special interest group to pursue more effectively 
the mission and goals of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA. This charter formalizes the 
relationship between the national DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA organization and its group 
of local members: 


e DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC and the members have become affiliated locally at the 
Chapter. 

e DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC hereby awards the chapter the right to be included as a 
subordinate committee of the parent organization. 

e DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC and the chapter hereby set forth their mutual 
understandings and agreements pertaining to the grant of the charter and the mutual rights and 
responsibilities created thereby. 


Therefore, 
DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC and the chapter agree as follows: 


1. Criteria of affiliation 

The above group of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA members has applied for local chapter status and 
meets the minimum criteria currently in effect, by action of the national board of directors of DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA. The national board of directors of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA is the 
sole authority in determining whether a group meets the necessary criteria. The national board of directors 
develops the criteria in consultation with currently recognized chapter Officers. 
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2. Rights of the chapter 

The chapter shall have the right to utilize the name “DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA,” in the name of 
the chapter, to acknowledge affiliation with DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC; receive the chapter 
subvention from the membership fees collected by DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC among 
members in the chapter’s geographic coverage area; and to receive all other benefits bestowed by DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA upon its affiliated chapters. 


3. Relationship 

DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC and the Chapter are not separately incorporated and governed; 
the chapter is included in the same legal entity as the parent organization, whose relationship with the parent 
organization is described and limited by this agreement, the DSA's latest constitution and its bylaws. 
DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA and the chapter are considered joint representatives and agents of 
each other. The Chapter shall not act or represent itself to be acting in any other capacity except by separate 
written agreement. The DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPCs hall have the right and power to bind 
or legally obligate any of its chapters and sections and shall make, or represent that it has the power to make, any 
contract, agreement, representation, warranty or obligation, express or implied, on behalf of its chapters without 
specific authority delegated or required from the chapter or section. 


The Chapter shall not have the right to perform any act, enter into any debt or other liability or obligation, unless 
specific authority is delegated in writing from the parent to the Chapter. 


4. Bylaws 

The Chapter shall abide by and promote the purposes and objectives of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF 
AFRICA NPC as set forth in the most current version of the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA 
constitution, mission, goals and bylaws. 

The Chapter shall not adopt its own bylaws for its operations and shall not operate in any manner which is 
inconsistent with the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC bylaws or this charter. The Chapter may 
submit suggested or recommended bylaw amendments to DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC for 
review and comment. 


5. Membership 
Members must join DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC in order to remain members of the Chapter. 
The Chapter shall admit only members of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC. 


6. Dues 

The Chapter may not set chapter dues levels independent of the national dues structure, although it may determine 
fees for projects, events and certain services. DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC shall provide 
subventions to chapters that meet specific criteria adopted by DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA’s board 
of directors. The subventions will be determined by the number and type of members affiliated with a chapter. 


7. Annual report 

The chapter is required to submit an annual report on the state of the chapter by 28 February each year. Annual 
reports must include listings of continuing and newly elected chapter committee members, its chairperson, 
secretary and treasurer. 

Before the 28 February each year, the chapter is required to submit a record of its Income and Expenses to the 
parent organization, which will include a list of its current and past ordinary members, the revenues collected from 
all members, the status of each member in terms of good-standing, the list of services rendered, events or projects 
undertaken for the year and the income and expenses in relation to each event or project, as well as all services 
rendered. 
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9. Financial records and identity 

The Chapter shall not establish and maintain its own bank account(s) as a DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF 
AFRICA chapter and may not endorse checks independently. 

The DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC shall provide banking account information to the Chapter, 
so that the chapter revenues from membership fees and the revenues generated from projects, events and services 
rendered may be deposited into the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC account. All revenues 
generated by the chapter shall be administrated by the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC. 


10. Use of the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA name 

The use of the name “DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA” by the Chapter must include the name of the 
chapter so as not to confuse communications from the national DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC 
organization with those of the chapter. 

The chapter’s authority to use the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA logo or the name “DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA” is governed by this charter and may be terminated by DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS 
OF AFRICA NPC in accordance with the provisions of this charter. The registration for “DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC,” and the logotype of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC are all 
held by the national board of directors and control over the use of these trademarks will be enforced by the 
national board. Chapter or national permission for sponsors to publicize an affinity with DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC or use of the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC name is 
governed by national sponsorship guidelines and identity guidelines. 


11. Format of the chapter name 

The distinction between the chapter (and its officers and activities) and DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF 
AFRICA NPC, especially in communications with the general public, must be maintained. Communication by the 
chapter and the chapter officers or members, in correspondence, advertising or other promotional material, must 
always identify the chapter by name. 


Chapter identification can occur in a formal form: 


(“DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA Chapter’) 

and an informal form : 

(“DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA ” or ‘DSA or 
DSA”). 


12. Use of membership list 

The membership list (the electronic or printed version of the list ofp DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA 
members) is the exclusive property of DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC. No chapter may 
disclose, rent, sell or trade the membership list, or use it for any purposes other than promoting DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC-related projects or communicating with its members, as permitted in 
DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC’s sponsorship guidelines. 


13. Sponsorship 

Sponsorship relationships entered into by chapters for local and regional projects will respect the guidelines for 
sponsorship that have been developed and published in the most recent version of the DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC sponsorship resource guide. While pricing and local benefits may vary from the 
guidelines based on local conditions, use of the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC name and 
identity and any use of membership lists must be consistent with the guidelines. 
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14. Termination 

Either party may terminate this charter on 30 days written notice. In the event of breach by a party, the other may 
terminate immediately by written notice. Upon termination by either party for any reason, the chapter shall cease 
utilizing the name “DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA Chapter’, “DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF 
AFRICA”, “DSA Chapter,” or “DSA,” all of which are owned completely and exclusively by DEMOCRATIC 
SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC, and may no longer claim any affiliation with DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS 
OF AFRICA NPC. Chapter members will remain DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC members 
regardless of this termination unless they allow their DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC 
membership to lapse at the next anniversary of their membership date. Furthermore, all chapter funds shall be 
transferred to DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC. 


15. Amendment 
Only the DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS OF AFRICA NPC may authorize amendments to this agreement. 


Signatures of the designated Officers of the Chapter 
This Chapter was formed through a democratic process by the members listed in the accompanying 
chapter application form. 


All the members of this chapter agree to abide by the constitution of the 
Democratic Socialists of Africa NPC and its Bylaws. 


This Chapter will exist until the first Annual General Meeting of the DSA following the creation of this 
committee at which point the National Committee of the DSA may extend this charter for an additional 12 
months. 


The members of this chapter agree to provide the DSA with 30 days notice before resigning as a member of 
this chapter committee.
